Registrar talks of computer; 
may become reality soon

Space age technology may 
just be around the corner for 
the registrar's office. Registra- 
tion by computer may become 
a reality as early as next se- 
mester. 

"There has been talk about 
installing a computer that we 
could use," commented Sis- 
ter Jean Bink. "But there is 
nothing definite yet." 

Sister Jean is the registrar 
here at Avila, and to her and 
her staff, the task of scheduling 
classes for students who wish 
to attend during the fall se- 
mester is difficult. 

The office takes care of 
approximately two thousand 
students each semester with 
the help of a computer in St. 
Louis. 

"We are on a batch compu- 
ter system in St. Louis," she 
explains. "We register stu- 
dents manually, then send the 
information to St. Louis. The 
computer sends back informa- 
tion that we need. 

"But all this takes four to 
five weeks. We won't even 
know how many kids we have 
registered until midway 
through the semester. 

If we were on our own ter- 
minal, we could show kids 
immediately what classes are 
available, we could check their 
records for grades and advis- 
ing, and we could have every- 
thing at hand. But I don't think 
it would be any faster for the 



students." 

The registration procedure 
has been changed before, to 
meet the needs of Avila stu- 
dents, and Sister Jean feels it 
may be one of the fastest pro- 
cedures in the country. 

"We emphasize to every- 
body, that we prefer academic 
advising," she noted. "Ba- 
sically it's just three stops. 
Pick up the forms in the of- 
fice, pay tuition and fees in 
the business office, then bring 
forms back to the registrar's 
office.
